orders for the 
strict enforcement of this quarantine 
against the codling moth worms 
If you have apples or pears for 
sale 
you 
should 
first sort out 
all 
that 
show 
any sign of injury by a 
worm 
Then notify David Heywood 
my deputy 
or 
telephone 
to 
my 
residence 
52F 
in 
Thatcher 
for 
some one to 
come and inspect your 
fruit 
An inspector 
will then 
come and 
examine 
your fruit 
If he finds it 
at least 99 per cent free from worms 
he will 
issue 
to 
you 
a certificate 
that will permit the sale or 
move- 
ment

If the sorting has not been proper 
ly done 
he 
will not do it for 
you 
and he iannot give you a certificate 
but he 
will come again some
